Then, when it was all 
over, he sickened and died, and we 
brought him home to sleep amid the 
scenes he had loved.

200,000 who died that peace might 
reign forever among men. 
Was ever 
ideal more beautiful or more worthy 
to die for? 
Yet, the grave had hardly been fill­ 
ed when a candidate for president of 
the United States, pushed to the des­ 
perate extreme of entering into league 
with treason, and bidding for the trai­ 
tor vote here at home, began to prate 
of “a separate and generous peace” 
with the enemy directly responsible 
for the death of this boy and 200,000 
others.
